Reserves. 


In the belief that the present reserve 
system is antiquated and unsatisfactory, 


that to the massing of funds in New 
York and other financial centres, of 
which so much has been said in recent 
years, is largely due to the present re- 
serve requirements of national banks, 
and that in order to get the real denefit 
from the system of rediscount, which 
been proposed as a remedy for many 
existing evils, it is. necessary to base 
such system upon an actual control of 
reserves, provision has been made for, 
recasting the present bank reserve sys- 
tem. The plan includes: 

‘4. Transfer of reserves from existing na- 
tional banks in reserve and central reserve 
cities to national reserve banks. 

2. Spreading out’of this process of trans- 
fer over a period of thirty-eight months in 
order to give as little shock 4s possible to 
market conditions. 

3. Ultimately the establishment of a re- 
sérve system at the end of the transition 
period in which (1) country banks will have 
15 per cent. of. reserve—i. e., 15 per cent. 
of total demand liabilities—such 15 per 
cent. to be held 5 per cent. in the banks’ 
vaults, 5 per cent. with the national re- 
serve bank, and 5 per cent. either at home 
or with the reserve bank; while (2) reserve 
and central reserve city banks will have 
reserves of 20 per cent. of demand liabili- 
ties, of which 10 per cent. will be at home, 
5 per cent. with the reserve bank of the 
district, and 5 per cent. either at home or 
with the reserve bank. 

4. The presumed effect of this plan will 
be to end the placing of reserves with cen- 
tral rve city banks.for use in stock 
market Operations, to Keep’ reserve in some 
measure at home, and to require specu- 
lators to get. the funds they need in their 
operations, either by directly borrowing 
them from persons who hold them and 
want to.lend the cash for that purpose, or | 
else by borrowing from the banks in the 
places where the operations are to car- 
Tied on. 


Foreign Banking. 


In order to meet the view so often ex- 
pressed in commercial circles, to the ef- 
fect that the prosecution of American 
business in foreign countries would be 
greatly helped by improved banking fa- 
cilities,’the bill authorizes any national 
banking association with a minimum 
capital of $1,000,000 to establish branches 
in foreign countries.for the furtherance 
of foreign commerce of the United 
States and to act as fiscal agents 
of the United States abroad. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board is required to pass 
upon all applications of national banks 
to establish such banks abroad. ~

Air Spaces for Prisoners Inade- 
quate, Treatment Inhuman, 
and Disease Invited. 


VICE ALLOWED -TO GO ON 


‘Well Mannered and Vicious To- 
gether—Presentment for Legis- 
tature—New Prison Demanded. 


The abandonment of Sing Sing Prison 
and the erection of a new one on a site 
of from 500 to 1,000 acres of fertile land 
are recommended to the State Legislat- 


Jury of Westchester County in the pre- 
sentment made yesterday at White 
Plains, after an investigation of the 
charges made in the report of George 
W. Blake, the Governor’s special inves- 
tigator of prisons and reformatories. 
The adininistration of Warden Joan 8. 
Kennedy is severély arraigned in sev- 
eral passages in the Grand Jury’s find- 
ings. The Grand Jury did not mention 
the charges of Mr. Blake of trafficking 
in’ pardons and commutations, but in 
other particulars the language of the 
Grand Jury in describing the condition 
of the prison is quite as strong as that 
ofthe special investigator. 

Supreme Court ‘Justice Arthur S. 
Tompkins, who received the presentment 
from ‘the Grand ‘Jury, directed that a 
copy of the findings be sent to the Gov- 
ernor. The charges of Mr. Blake which 
were not touched on in the presentment 
will be taken up by the Grand Jury to- 
day. It is said that probably four in- 
dictments will be returned. The present- 
ment handed up yesterday was signed 
by all the Grand Jurors, by District At- 
torney Winslow, and by James W. Os- 
borne, the special Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral appointed to assist in the investi- 
gation. 

The cell house at Sing Sing, accordin 
to. the presentment, was built in 1825, 
and has ali the faults of that period of 
prison construction. Many of its win- 
dows face a sold wall, so that there are 
many cells into which sunlight never 
enters, The cell house is built directly 
on the ground adjacent to the Hudson 
River, and only a few feet above it. In 
consequence the cells are so damp that 
moisture stands. in drops on the walls. 

There is an over-present predisposition to 
rheumatic disease, many of the inmates 
having’ contracted chronic rheumatism and 

have left the prison permanently crippled. 

With. this rheumatic affliction there has 
developed, in many instances, an organic 
disease of the heart, directly attributable 
to rheumatism. 

The prisoners usually enter the prison in 

a run-down condition. They are physically 
below par, since the criminai class natural- 

ly cémprises these individuals whose lives 
are irregular and who are drug or alcohol, 
habitues. Thair.entire life. has been out 

of a normal course, and their power of 
resistance is speedily’ lowered after a few 
weeks of -prison life: This means that 
they are more than normally susceptible to 
. disease. 

The cells are described as 7 feet long, 
3 feet 4 inches wide, and 6 feet 6 inches 
high, providing 168.67 cubic feet of air, 
less than half the air space that is re-

The Warden and principal kee select 
the inmates who are to occupy a <damnon 
cell, We learn that frequently men are 
, coupled who are repugnant-and danger- 

ous to each other, and this situation has 
not been changed even upon their request. 

The physicians of the prison are not 
called upon to examine men who are com- 
pelled to occupy the same cell. Conse- 
quently we find that all too frequently a 
man of diseased physique, mind, or hab- 
its ig coupled with a clean-bodied, clean- 
minded, and clean-mannered man. ~ 

We find that convicts in pronounced 
stages of tuberculosis are housed with men 
of perfect health, 


‘““We find young boys condemned to 
room with habitual criminals; no effort 
being made to prevent the doubling up 
of a hardened or habitual criminal with 
a first offender.”’ ; 


The presentment is unsparing in* its 
condemnation of the “‘ cooler,’’ the series 
of dark cells where prisoners are con- 
fined for infractions of discipline. Con- 
finement here has driven prisoners in- 
gsané and caused others to attempt sul- 
cide, while most men in a few days of 
such incarceration lose from twenty- 
five to thirty ‘pounds. The prisoners 
are fed only once in twenty-four 
hours and they receive ‘at this meal a 
ten-ounce slice of bread and. eizht 
ounces of water to the person. So des- 
perate becomes their thirst that they 
nave been known to drink the disin- 
fectant from their cell puckets. 

** This condition,” the Grand Jury 
adds,, ‘‘ exists to-day and is approved by 
the present Warden.” 

The average man, the presentment 
Says, ‘requires at least fifty ounces of 
water a day, and the limitation to 
eight ounces causes torment in all cases 
and is likely to aggravate disease and 
in some cases cause death. 

It is found that the doctors have 
never examined any of the men about 
to be confined in the “cooler,” ai- 
though required by law to do so. 

The conditions under A sas food is pre- 
pared are found to be highly insanitary 
and dangerous. The laundry conditions 
are found to be responsible for the 
spread of disease, and ‘the laundry 
is. totally unequipped for the needs of 
the prisoners.’ 

The moral tone of the prisor is found 
to be very bad. Instead of efforts to 
restrict vice, every opportunity is said 
to be provided for it, and it is taken 
for granted by the prison officials. 


CUBA ACTS AGAINST. PLAGUE 


Orders Gunboat Patrol to Stop Hai- 
tians Trying to Slip In. —

Mr. Stone on the Stand. 

Melville’ E. Stone, General Manager 
of The Assotiated Press, explained fully 
to the committee the steps he had 
taken to secure fair and impartial | 
treatment of the two sides of the sugary 
controversy. Letters found recently in: 
the files of Clarence C.. Hamlin of Colo- 
tado Springs had been interpreted «as 
showing that Mr. Stone had promised 
assistance to the campaign for protected 
sugar. To-day Mr. Stone gave the com- 
mittee the complete correspondence on 
tne subject, which made it plain that 
Mr. Hamlin had protested against the 
publicity accorded by The Associated 
Press to statements favoring free sugar, 
and Mr. Stone had merely tried in fair- 
ness to present the other side. 

Mr. Stone testified that on Oct. 12, 
1911, John Arbuckle, a sugar refiner, 
when leaving for Europe, had given out 
an interview favoring free raw sugar. 
That interview was carried by The As- 
sociated Press, he said. On Oct. 15, a 
short interview given out by Clarence 
©. Hamlin at Colorado Springs, answer- 
ing the Arbuckle interview, was car- 
ried by The Associated Press. Tne Ar- 
buckle statement, he said, was about 
1,000 words long; the Hamlin statement 
about 150 words. 

Mr. Hamlin then wrote to Mr. Stone 
asking that the beet sugar interests be 
given as good treatment as the sugar 
refiners. Mr. Hamlin’s letter was: 

Speaks for the Industry. 

I am writing you as Chairman of the 
United States Beet Sugar Industry, an or- 
ganization which includes practically all 
of the beet sugar interests of this country, 
and, if anything further is necessary to 
give that which I have to say credit, I 
would refer you to any of ‘the papers in 
Denver, as well as to Senator Guggenheim 
and Senators Clark and Warren of Wyo- 
ming; also to Chester 8. Morey of Denver, 
President of the Great Western Sugar 
Company, the largest beet sugar producer 
in the United States, with whom you are 
personally acquainted. I might add I am 
a member of the Associated Press, repre- 
senting The. Herald-Telegraph of this city. 

Publicity. is the last thing I wish to seek 
Personally, but, in justice to the great in- 
dustry which I represent, I feel justified 
in taking up with you in persdn a matter 
which to’ us is of the gravest importance. 


On Oct.: 12. John Arbuckle of Arbuckle 
Brothers gave out a statement which was 
printed In full in every Associated Press 
newspaper of the United States concerning 
the sugar situation. A copy of this state- 
ment is attached hereto. e matters con- 
tained in this statement were of such great 
importance and some of the misrepre- 
sentations so gross that I did not feel that 
these statements should go. unchallenged.

In answer to Mr. Hamlin’s letter, Mr. 

Stone wrote on Oct. 23, 1911: 


Just and Impartial. 


I have your letter of Oct. 19, and note 
contents. I can well understand how you 
feel in respect to the matter. It is cer- 
tainly my desire that the Associated Press 
shall be just and impartial in the treat- 
ment of every matter reported by it. 

The Arbuckle statement was carried, not 
because: it was a statement of a sugar re- 
finer, but because of its bearimg on the 
general cost of living, which, as you Know, 
has been the subject of keer interest in the 
United States. With the advance in the 
price of sugar, coffee, and ether necessa- 
ries, there necessarily has been much feel- 
ing on the general subject. 

When your statement in answer to Mr, 
Arbuckle was presented it happened to be 
a very busy day and night. The President 
of the United States was at San Francisco, 
the plans for Justice Harlan’s funeral were 
on, the McNamara trial was before the 
country, the world’s series of baseball 
games was in progress, a critical situation 
in China extsted, and there was an acute 
political situation in Mexico. All of these 
things crowded our one wire running from 
Kansas City to San Francisco, and I sup- 
ose our Denver office was forced to ab- 
breviate your statement. I am writing to 
the chief of our office there asking him 
for an explanation regarding the matter; 
but I can well anticipate that this is what 
he would say. ‘ 

I fancy the matter will come up before 
Congress, and then I trust we shall be 
able to give you as good a hearing as those 
who are contending on the other side. Sin- 
cerely yours, MELVILLE BE STONE. 
‘‘I did not know Mr. Hamlin,’’ added 
Mr. Stone. ‘The statement that he 
was a member of The Associated Press 
is true, but in meeting_the 800 mem- 
bers of The Associated Press I did not 
happen to remember him, and I have 
never met him but once in my life, I 
would not know him if he were in this 
room at this moment. 


Correspondent’s Authority. 


‘‘ The statement in respect to the local 
correspondent of The Associated Press 
at Colorado Springs having agreed to 
handle for The Associated Press 650 
words I should explain in this way: The 
local correspondent has no power what- 
ever to commit The Associated Press to 
any policy or to any agreement of that 
sort. His entire duty and his entire 
responsibility and ability in respect te 
the matter was to send any dispatch he 
might have to our Denver office, some- 
thing like forty or fifty miles away, 
and there it would fall into the hands 
of a salaried correspondent, and he 
would determine how much should be 


used. 

‘*'The local correspondent had no such 
authority. Indeed, though I do not know 
who he was, he may have been an em- 
ploye of Mr. Hamlin’s own paper. 

Mr. Stone ere the committee a copy 
of the letter he wrote to C. D. Hagerty, 
in charge of the Denver office of The 
Associated Press, on.Oct. 23. It asked 
for information as to the handling of 
the Hamlin statement, and concluded:

Mr. Hamlin then wrote Mr. Stone on 
Oct. 27, 1911:

Pleare use your judgment respecting the 
beet sugar statement and handle it upon 
its news merit. 

Mr. Hamilin’s reply to Mr. Stone’s 
brief letter of Oct. 30 was!dated Nov. 6, 
1911, Mr. Hamlin wrote that he pro~ 
posed to subm®. any statement prepared 
in Tlagetees, to the Associated Press offi- 
cials, and expressed the opinion that be- 
cause much of it was in the nature of 
“expert evidence,” it might be of a 
character that would not be admissible 
before the Hardwick Committee. in 
Washington. 

Copies of all the dispatches carried 
from Chicago by the Associated Press.at 
the time of the conference of the beet 
sugar interests were furnished to the 
committee by Mr. Stone, with a letter 
from Mr. Hamlin, thanking him for the 
accuracy of the Associated Press re- 


ports. 

Mr. Hamlin’s letter of Nov. 6 was, 
dated: at Washington. Mr. Stone said 
his recollection was that Mr. Hamlin 
had called at the New York offices of 
the Associated Press just prior to that 
time and had been introduced. 

**T saw him for a few moments,”’ said 
Mr. Stone, “and my memory is ve 
clear that I said to him: ‘ You will 
have an opportunity before Congress, 
and as we report all of these hearings 
before ‘Congress any statement that you 
may desire to make will be reported 
there.’ ”’ 

Mr. Stone testified that Mr. Hamlin’s 
reference to the fact that the proposed 
statement might not be made before 
the, Hardwick committee was evidently 
in reply to that suggestion. 

The committee did not question Mr.

HE IS DYING IN HOSPITAL 
: Waved a Flag and Flourished a 


~ Revolver at Jockey, Who Was 
Not Seriously Hurt.

j “LONDON, June 19.—A_ sensational 
incident, even surpassing that which 


characterized the Derby, took place at- 


Ascot this afternoon during the race 
for the Gold Cup. Just as Miss Davi- 
son rushed at the King’s horse Anmer 
at Epsom, so a man ran on the course 
at Ascot. August Belmont’s Tracery, 
the second favorite, was leading, and 
fell upon him as he stood, shouting 
wildly, with an old-fashioned six- 
shooter in one hand and a suffragette 
flag in the other. 

The. other. horses miraculously 
cleared Tracery and. his rider, Whal- 
ley, who was thrown clear of his 
mount, but the intruder was kicked 
on the head. The man was taken to 
the hospital, where he. lay to-night in 
@ critical condition. 

His name is Harold Hewitt. He is 
the. eldest son of the late Charles 
Archibald Hewitt, Justice’ of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant of Here- 
fordshire, who died two years ago. 

The jockey was uninjured. 

Documents found on Hewitt indicate 
that, beyond having been influenced 
by the manner of Miss Davison’s 
death, his act was not connected with 
the women’s movement. In his diary 
he had written just before the race: 
“'Tf I fail in my intention to stop the 
Gold Cup I hope I shall not hurt any 
jockeys. Oh, the weariness of these 
races and the crowds they attract! 
They bring out all that is worst in 
humanity.” , 

Hewitt apparently suffered from re- 
ligious mania. He is described by the 
police as 40 years of age and of in-’ 
dependent means. 

The horses: were a little. short of 
entering the’ straight mile for home 
when Hewitt, was was well dressed 
in a gray suit, rushed on the course, 
brandishing a revolver, and called on 
the leading jockey to stop. Whalley, 
seeing the man in front, slightly 
turned his horse’s head in an effort 
to avoid him, but it was too late. 
Tracery struck the man and dashed 
him to the earth. The horse also fell, 

. throwing his rider, who turned a com- 
plete somersaiult. 

The horse was soon on his feet 
again, and, riderless as he was, con- 

tinued the race down ‘the course. 
‘Whalley, too, was out of the way. 
It was impossible, however, for all 
the horses to avoid the prostrate 
man who.caused the accident. Some 
sprang over him, but the hoofs of 
others struck him on the head, and 
he was picked up _ unconscious. 
Whalley was taken in a carriage to 
the royal inclosure, where he re- 
ceived every attention. 

After Hewitt had been conveyed 
in an ambulance to a hospital, the op- 
eration of trepanning ‘was. per- 
formed. He recovered consciousness 
to-night, but there is slight hope of 
his recovery. 

The King and Queen were present 
in the royal box, and the grand stand 
and other structures commanding a 
view of: the course were crowded by 
a fashionable throng. Owing to some 
foliage and a.bend in the course at 
the spot where Hewitt rushed on the 
course, their Majesties did not see 
what had happened. 

For a time the name of the injured 
man .was not known. Curious dis- 
coveries were made when his clothing 
‘was searched at the hospital. A Bible 
and a considerable quantity of writ- 
ing were among his possessions. The 
flyleaves of the Bible were full of 
quotations. He had kept a diary to 
within an hour and a half of his deed. 
Besides the quotation already given, 
other entries spoke of life being no 
longer sweet to him. There was also 
a reference to the Klondike. One. 
entry says: ‘Plenty of pretty girls, 
but none for me.” The next speaks, 
about giving his body to fight against 
“society convention.” There was no 
reference among the papers to suf- 
frage matters, but it appears that he 
‘was present at Miss Davison’s funeral. 

About $1,000 in English and Cana- 
dian money was found on him. He 


had evidently traveled a good deal, 
‘and is spoken of ds. a cultured man 
with a Harrow and Cambridge educa- 
tion.

STOLEN GOYA A TEST CASE. 


If Spain Wins Treasures Now in 
America May Be Claimed.

PARIS, June 19.—The unusual ac- 
tion of the Spanish Government in 
causing through diplomatic channels 
the withdrawal from the de Nemes 
sale of a valuable picture by Goya is 


here. The painting, one of the finest 
specimens of this master’s art, is 
claimed by the Spanish Government 
as its property on the ground that it 
was stolen from the Prado Museum 
in 1869. 

At the instance of the Spanish Am- 
bassador hére the Forejgn Office 
transmitted the claim to the auction- 
eer, and the same morning a judicial 
injunction was obtained forbidding 
the sale of the picture, but calling on 
Spain to make good her ‘title to pos- 
session within a month. 

It is considered hardly possible that 
the claim can be upheld by the courts, 
as the law of prescription, nullifying 
claims on stolen property after a cer- 
tain lapse of time, has been in action 
for a long period.. The general legal 
opinion is that the article in the Code 
Napoleon excluding public or State 
property from the operation of this 
law cannot be applied in interna- 
tional cases.

But American Entries Stand the 
Heat Better Than Eu- 
ropean Rivals. 


JUDGE MOORE HAS FORTY

LONDON, June 19.—The tooting of a 
coaching horn in the great arena was 
the only ceremony signalizing the open- 
ing of the International Horse Show at 
Olympia to-day. Owing to its clashing 
with the big day at the Ascot races, the 
starting of the show found a very small 
attendance present. Even the stables 


of the American competitors, whose 
horses seemed to be in better fettle than 
those of the European exhibitors, the 
extreme heat af the past week appear- 
ing to have suited them. 

In Class 38, the Russian Challenge Cup 
for four-in-hands, Judge Moore’s team 
of grays was placed third. 

The chief feature of this. year’s show, 
which has more than 4,000 entries and 
111 classes, is the riding and jumping 
eo ages for the King Edward VII. 
Gold Cup for teams of three officers rep- 
resenting the armies of the various na- 
tions. The American Army is unrepre- 
sented on this occasion, but the keenest 
rivalry exists among the seven other en- 
tries—France, Great Britain, Canada, 
Belgium, Italy, Russia, and Sweden. 
France has won the cup twice, and the 
French cavalry officers, it is known, 
will make a desperate effort to win it 
for the third time and take it with them 
across the Channel as their permanent 
property. Russia and Belgium have won 
it once each. England does not wish 
the $2,500 trophy to become the property 
of a foreign power, and 100 British 
cavalry officers have been training for 
its defense for several months. 

The trophy 1s competed for by officers 
in uniform, riding Government _ horses 
in teams of three. They have to go 
twice round the course jumping obsta- 
cles of various sorts, ranging in height 
from 3 feet 6 inches’ to 5 feet 6 inches, 
and this year’s competition promises to 
provide numerous thrills.

‘But hevertheless. he ‘has been 
ever since, now for several months, in the 
Tombs Prison, and has served no time 
whatever in the penitentiary, all by means 
of this juggling with a writ of habeas 
corpus. The astonishing thing to me ig 
that the judiciary of this country does not 
take notice of this whole case. This man, 
Robin is to be seen around town here with 
a keeper nearly every day in restaurants 
dining and wining. Now that the clamor 
is over we had better take note of what 
has been going on. The case is even worse 
than the case of th» criminal Brandt, . 
whom they actually took out of State prison 
and had him nearly discharged on a writ 
of habeas corpus until the Appellate Di- 
vision interposed and put a stop to the 
abuse, the whole thing being also in re- 
sponse to public clamor. 

It is an awful thing if our. prosecuting 
officers and our courts are to listen to 
and respond to clamor. In ancient times 
when clamor and the hue and cry were 
raised against an accused man there were 
eertain sanctuaries or places of refuge 
to which he could run, and be -safe from 
the mob. Nobody could touch him while 
he remained there. We all thought that 
in our time the place of refuge for an ac- 
cused man in time of clamor was_ our 
courts, and that he would be safe from 
clamor when he got there. But we all 
know that that is certainly not true here 
in this County of New York. And it has 
not been true for twenty years. It is 
high time that this thing be taken up 
by our intelligent newspapers. If we can- 
not have 2 fair administration of justice 
then the rights and liberties of nobody are 
safe. 

The Hyde appeal was taken on Dec. 
11 after Justice Goff had refused to 
direct a new trial. Mr. Hyde was cred- 
ited with managing by himself the

native-born American citizens, who 
boasted of their native American an-

New Immigration Rule Excludes 
Undesirables from Insular Ports. 


WASHINGTON, .-June 19.—A » far 
reaching amendment to. the immigra- 
tion regulations in order to check: fur- 
ther complication of Pacific Coast prob- 
lems by unrestrained admission of Hin- 
dus and the Malay racés to continental 
United States from..the American . in- 
sular possessions, was made.to-day by 
Secretary of Labor Wilson,’ on the 
recommendation. of. Commissioner Gen-+ 
eral of Immigration Caminetti: ; 
The modification authorizes immigra- 
tion officials at mainland ports. ‘to 
reject aliens coming from the. insular 
possessions unless it should appear that 
at the time of entry thereto they were 
not members of the excluded classes or 
likely to become public charges.”’ 
This action/ was the outcome of the 
cases of three Hindus—Sohan Singh, 
Bashan Singh and Singh who arrived 
at San Francisco from the Philippines 
and were detained on the ground that 
they might become Sabie chars es. . The 
circumstances in this case,’ ‘however, 
caused. Secretary Wilson. to. order the 
admission of the Hindus: to-day. 
Several. thousand, Hindus’ are in the 
Philippines and a large ‘number in 
Hawaii.

States 
proper to these races upon the presenta- 
tion of certificates showing they were 
examined and passed at .an American 
insular port of entry.

was an obvious difference between an

TWO CHILDREN CUT OFF 


These Were Son and Daughter by 
Her First Marriage to de Stuers 
—A Settlement Reported. 


The appraisal of the estate of the 
Countess Margaret Laura Zborowski, 
widow of Count Elliott Zborowski, the 
crack polo player, and a granddaugh- 
ter of William Astor, was filed yester- 
day in the Surrogates’ Office, showing 
gross assets valued on the day of her 
death, July 9, 1911, at $3,001,281. The. 
estate taxable, in New York, where 
the Countess had her legal -residence, 
was $2,655,558, after the deductions of 
$285,723 for debts and administration 
expenses, and of $150,000 as the value 
of her realty in England, 

During the last ten years Countess 
Zborowski resided in England, at 


‘either 15° South Audley Street, London, 


or in Canterbury. Her husband was 
killed in an’ automobile accident on 
April 1, 1903. For the disposition of her 
property here and abroad she left-two 
wills, the one to cover American prop- 
erty only, and the other all outside the 
country. Under neither of these wills 
did she recégnize her two children by 
a former marriage, that with Cheva- 
lier Alphonse de Stuers, the Ambassa- 
dor of Holland to the United States. 
At the time of her first marriage, her 
grandfather, William Astor, ‘‘in con- 
sideration of his love for her and on 


account of her marriage,” set aside 
$50,000 in 6 per cent. bonds, the income 
to be paid her free of her husband’s 
control, and the. principal to fall into 
her estate on her-death. In yosertar 8 
appraisal this fund was valued at $51,- 
961. She divorced the Chevalier de 
Stuers on March 5, 1892, and the fol- 
lowing day married Zborowski. She 
cut off the two children of her first 
marriage, Countess Marguerite Victor- 
ine Oberndorff and Hubert de Styers, 
on the ground that they had never 
shown. her filial affection. :

Besides legacies -of 35,000 to Henry 
Lewis Morris and Robert ‘du Luart, and 
various sums to her servants, there were 
gifts ntingent upon the death of her 
pel oe fore his majority and without 
leaving issue. In this’ contingency the 
bulk of her estate was left to Comtesse 
de pontaeninss, the sister of her hus- 
band 

Directing that her son should be edu- 
cated in i‘ngland, according to her hus- 
band’s wish, she enjoined ‘her executors 
under the. American will to pay Arthur 
Lewin Enthoven and Alice Enthoven an 
annual sum of $15,000, or what they 
might consider reasonable for the main- 
tenance of a suitable home for the son 
until he should come into.his property. 
As a country seat for her son she left 
Higham, an estate of 224 acres near 
Contavenry. At the time of her death 
she was making extensive improvements 
on this place, and in her will she direct- 
ed that.these should be ,carried.on to 
the extent of $250,000. is realty, all 
she owned outright in England, was 
appraised at $150,000, and the art ob- 
ag in’ her residences at an equal 
sum.

LAFAYETTE TROUBLE GRAVE 


Warfield-Medklin Controversy “One 
of Religious’ Ethics. 


Special to The New York Times. | 

SASTON, Penn., June 19.—The situa- 
tién created’ at Lafayette College, a 
Presbyterian institution, by the resigna- 
tion of Dr. J. M. Mecklin, Professor_of 
Mental and Moral Philosophy, is de- 
clared to be grave, involving the loyalty 
of many alumni and other friends of the 
institution. Friends of Dr. Mecklin are 
saying that his course ts due to the at- 
titude of President E. D. Warfield, and 
that the prestige of Dr. Warfield has 


been so impaired by this incident that 
the college cannot prosper under him. 
Even some of those lined up with Dr. 
Warfield in the Mecklin controversy say 
that there should be a new President. 
The assertion is made on behalf of 
Dr. Mecklin that the only charge against 
him is that he taught from text books 
on ethics and psychology and on the 
psychology of religion written from the 
evolutionary point of view, held to be 
subversive of the religious traditions of 
the college. In answer to this it is said 
that these text books are used in col- 
legeg all over the countr including 








many other Presbyterian co leges. It is 
asserted that the instructions of Dr. 
}Mecklin were bringing opinions to the 
!students not in accord with Lafayette 
ideas. Friends of Dr. Warfield say that 
Dr. ‘Mecklin did not pursue the same 
line of instruction year after year, but 
took up new ideas, dropping those of a 
year or two before.

- Christian Leden, the young Swedish 
explorer, who spent six months inthe 
latter part of 1911 in ‘studying the ‘n- 
dian tribes of Northwest Canada, and 
heard from Eskimos the fate of Prof. 
$A. Andrée, who, In 1897, started for 
the north pole in a balloon, left last 
night for Montreal on a journey to the 
morthern coast of Canada, where he will 
Spend a year and a half or two years 


in exploration. 

Mr. Léden’s expedition will represent 
the University of Norway at Christl- 
ania and will be under the auspices of 
the Norwegian Government. While his 
main object is to make a scientific study 
of the Eskimo tribes of the extreme 
north coast of Canada, . Leden 
hopes to bring back the full story ot 
what happened to Prof. Andrée and 
his party sixteen years ago. 

Leden’s expedition is planted with 
the idea of making a scientific survey 
of the sounny & and penne © oe the north- 
east coast Canaila, similar to that 
which Stefansson's party ee on the 
northwest coast. In ference to the 
blonde Eskimos disto by. Stefans- 


son, Leden said: ; 

“My own belief is‘ that the white 
Eskimos discovered by Stefansson: in 
Victoria Land have the blood of some 
of the members Of Sir John Franklin's 
party in their veins. Franklin and-his 
rg of 160 men were lost about 1847, 
he year wh klin:. died. They | 5 
have since been traced to near the place 


where thé blonde Eskimos were found. a 


“This theory accounts for théir white 
blood more a eee Fgh wi it’ seems to 
me, than by supposing that egg? crossed 
from Greenland. At any rate, it is ceér- 
tain-that they are not aborigines, and 
that their white blood comes from Euro- 
peans.’ 

To Study Eskimo Tribes. 


The Eskimo tribes which Mr. Leden 
will study have not been visited by 
white men, with the possible exception 


of Prof. Andrée,’ since the explorations 
of Sir John Franklin more than sixty 
years ago. Franklin and older ex- 
plorers who passed through their coun- 
try did litle more than mention them, 
so that these people are in \a scientific 
sense, quite unknown. 

The four tribes which he will visit are 
the Iglukiks, near Fury and Hecla 
Straits; the Kinipetus, between Chester- 
fiela\ Inlet and Great Fish River; the 
Netchiliks, near Boothia, in the vicinity 
of the magnetic pole,-and the Hivisliks, 
near the Wayer River. 

It was the Eskimos in the neighbor- 
hood of Reindeer Lake who told of 
white men coming down from. the sky 
in a flying house. They hed the story 
from other Eskimos living further north. 
This story was first brought /back to 
civilization in 1910 by Father Turquetil, 
the missionary in charge -of the mis- 
sions in Northern Saskatchewan and 
‘the Mackenzie River -district. Eskimo 
Indians at Reindeer Lake took a great 
interest in Father Turquetil’s revolver 
and told him it looked lika_the thing 
carried by the men who came from the 
*- white house ’’ which fell from the sky. 
They said that Hskimos had used the 
ropes from the balloon and were still 
using them in repairing their tents an 

im paddling their canoe: They alwa; 
became silent when asktd about the 
fate of the party, and this led Father 
Turquetil to believe that the natives had 
-killed them.

EXONERATION, NOT CENSURE. 

The debate on the resolution of 
censure in the House of Commons 
has clearly indicated that the Oppo- 
sition, before the mattér was formally 
brought up, had abandoned any idea 
of securing from it further political 
advantage than has already been 
gained. That, we fancy, will turn 
out tm be very small. How far the 
course of the Unionist minority was 
affected by the reported design of 
the Ministry to bring to light a long 
list of scandals affecting the Govern- 
ment in the period of Conservative 
ascendency may only be inferred. 
these matters were all aired at the 
‘time, . but the huge Government 
majority in the Salisbury and Bal- 
four Ministries made Parliamentary 
‘inquiry impossible. It is improbable 
that there was any actual fraud in 
the sale to the State of ground on 
Salisbury Plain for army manoeuvres, 
and there was never a vestige of 
proof that the Chamberlain family or 
any ‘other associated with the Min- 
‘istry profited fromthe sale of arms 
or.from any connection with firms 
nolding “Goveriment ‘contracts. But 
those cases were quite as serious as 
the transactions in American Marconi 
stock of which the scandal-mongers, 
with the support of the Opposition, 
have made so much. © 

The fact of the transactions and 
what their accusers call the lack of 
frankness on the part of Sir Rurus 
Isaacs and Mr. Luoyvp-GEORGE was 
all that remained as the basis of the 
modified vote of censure when the 
debate began. In the opening speech 
it was freely admitted that there was 
no trace of corruption. Both the At- 
torney General and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer bravely admitted their 
fault, and also expressed their regret 
for ‘their reticence when the matter 
was brought up in the House of Com- 
mons last October. But the state- 
‘ment of Mr. Lioyp-Grores that “it 
“was a.mistake,of judgment, not a 
| “lack of candor,” is not now to be 
seriously disputed. “Lord Rosert 
Cxcit’s utterances are rarely taken 
seriously in Parliament, even by 
membérs of ‘his. own party. The 
manly acceptance of all responsibil- 
ity for the unfortunate purchase of 
shares in the American Marconi Com- 
pany by Sir Rurus Isaacs can only 
increasé the esteem in which he is 
held. ‘There are no two. opinions as 
to the unwisdom of all transactions 
in securities by. men. holding public 
offices of trust, whether or not the 
transactions are likely to involve 
them in relation with persons holding 
Government contracts. 

At the close of the debate last night 
a substitute for the modified motion 
of censure was adopted, and 3846 
members of the House placed them- 
selves on record as accepting the ex- 
‘pressions of regret of the Attorney 
General and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer that they had purchased the 
shares and not mentioned the fact in 
the debate of last October, as acquit- 
ting’ the two Ministers of acting 
otherwise’ than in good faith, and as 
reprobating the charges of corruption, 
“which have been proved absolutely 
false.”

imparting information, carrying greet- 
ing, and condolence, from the land to 
the midocean and vice versa, indicate 
the importance of this invention to 
mankind. That an attempt should 
have been made to besmirch its fame 
with scandal is deplorable, especially 
as it was made largely, as is now 
seen, with purely malicious intent. 





CLASS GOVERNMENT. 

If the President really has obiigated 

himself so that he cannot use his of- 
ficial discretion regarding the enact- 
ment of privilege for labor it might 
be just as well to hurry up and do it 
without giving any more reasons why 
he should not be blamed for an act so 
unpardonable, The situation at the 
moment appears to be that the Presi- 
dent has the same bad opinion of the 
law exempting unions and farmers’ 
combinations from prosecution as 
everybody has, except unionists and 
farmers who want and mean to break 
the law everybody: else must obey. 
But the, President must sign the law, 
we are told, because he committed 
himself to do so before he understood 
the odious thing fo which he com- 
mitted himself unawares. 
- A worse excuse could not he given. 
The. President is not so simple as he 
would seem, and the American law- 
abiding class is not so simple as he 
may think. The President’s personal 
opinion of the reprehensible acts of 
some unionists is on record. The Pres- 
ident’s official opinion is ingagree- 
ment with his personal opinion. The 
President’s official oath is in conflict 
with his personal engagement, and he 
gives priority to that engagement. 

It would be agreeable to have all 
these pettifogging excuses for the in- 
excusable repudiated by the veto of 
the bill. If the signature is to be as- 
sumed it is necessary for the Presi- 
dent plainly to understand that what 
business {s becoming afraid of is 
himself. In his annunciation of the 
new freedom he has said that it is 
necessary to provide safeguards more 
against wrong purposes than wrong 
acts. It is the purpose which is wrong 
in this. case, and he is—or will be— 
accomplice before the fact to the 
enactment of privilege so wrong that 
it was sneaked through the Senate 
as a “rider,” and without a roll call. 
The President cannot evade the roll 
call.’ His signature will stand as proof 
that he is the President of a class, 
not of all the people. In his own 
words “Some of the biggest men in 
“the United States, in the field of 
“commerce and manufacture, are 
“afraid of somebody, are afraid ‘of 
“something.” They are afraid of 
their. lawmakers, who enact govern- 
mental favoritism for the profit of 
one class, and for privilege in law- 
breaking to another class. 

If the Président is in this bondage, 
what is the limit of it? And what 
hope is there that the full pound of 
flesh will not be taken if the first cut 
is allowed? The President has al- 
lowed this bill to come to him, and 
his course regarding it will show 
whether he is a bondman or free. He 
must choose between the favor of the 
law-abiding’ class or of lawbreakers, 
for there can be no compromise or 
concealment.

It is, on the whole, desirable that the 
kissing and the good-byeing of these 
rarely tragic separations should be 
done in the waiting rooms, and not on 
the platforms or in the cars.

Tobacco. proximity is a practice 
not easily defended, and perhaps it is 
not wholly to be excused. There is, 
nevertheless, something queér about the 
pleas of those who just now are so vehe- 
mently demanding the abolition of 
smoking cars—a something that their 
woeful tales of personal suffering wan- 
tonly inflicted do not wholly counteract. 

They do protest too much. The world 
managed to get along without tobacco 
well enough for so many centuries that 
nobody can claim respect or toleration 
for it as a necessity. If it were really 
such a dreadful thing, however, and if 
it were really as offensive to as many 
people as its foes assert, it would hardly 
have made so wide and prompt a wel- 
come for itself as it did in every coun- 
try. 

In many lands its joys and satisfac- 
tions are as much appreciated by women 
as by men, and as in all the smoking 
habit seems to be growing steadily more 
inclusive, there can be little basis for 
the assertion that women, as women, 
suffer a special annoyance from its use. 
Where most of them abstain from to- 
bacco. they do not show a special im- 
munity even from the maladies which it 
is accused of causing. They are at 
least as nervous as men, and they have 
cancers far oftener. 

The doctors do a good deal of writing 
and talking against tobacco, but their 
practice contradicts their preaching, so 
no- wonder it goes for nothing. The 
smoking car will not ‘‘ go’’ to-morrow, 
or next week, and the general, the 
effective, opinion probably long will be 
that tobacco is, on the whole, a “ good 


creature.”’

FORA FARM INCENTRAL PARK 


To Instruct City Children in Fruit, 
Flower, and Vegetable Growth. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is proposed to establish in Central 
Park a tiny model farm for the pleas- 
ure of our city children and the in- 
struction of eur. tenement. population. 

The city spends annually many thou- 
sands of dollars in collecting and main- 
taining strange wild animals from the 
uttermost parts of the earth; in the 
meantime the great majority of our 
tenement population never have an op- 
portunity to see a cow, a hen, or a pig. 
The wonderful botanical gardens spend 
thousands of dollars in collecting and 
exhibiting the rarest of orchids from 
the Amazon and specimens of: strang® 
plants from the five continents; mean- 
while, our city children know peas and 
beans only as pushcart products, and 
have no-idea how apples differ from 
potatoes in their manner of growth. 

For several years the public school 
teachers, with the co-operation of the 
Public Education Association, have held 
each year-in different’ schools three 
‘“‘nature exhibits’ representing Winter, 

pring, and Autumn. For these .exhib- 
its country friends have been urged to 
send in cornstalks, showing both ear 
and roots; strawberry plants, showing 
both blossom and fruit; branches of 
fruit trees bearing fruit, &c., that 
the children might have an opportunity 
to see the manner of growth of the va- 
rious fruits and vegetables, To thes¢ 
rather pathetic and necessarily faded 
exhibits thousands of our public school 
children, from widely scattered schools, 
have been brought by their teachers. 

Why should not our city maintain a 
living exhibit of farm life and garden 
products in the shape of a little farm 
in Central Park, to which the teachers 
might take- their classes for nature 
study and where the children of the 
tenements could have the pleasure of 
seeing the milking of a cow and watch- 
ing a mother hen with her brood of 
chicks? . 

On the west side of the park, just 
above Sixty-fifth Street, there is a small 
plot of land, about two acres, which, on 
account of its sheltered and inconsplic- 
uous location, has occasionally been 
used for heeling-in shrubs and trees and 
for temporary Mot beds or cold frames. 
This plot seems admirably adapted for 
a tiny model farm, both on account ot 
its southern slope and from the fact 
that the little farm . buildings would 
there be an added attraction and would 
not interfere in any way with the land- 
scape beauty of the park. 

E. Burnett, the well-known architect 
and specialist in the planning of both 
model and practical farms, has drawn 
up a tentative set of plans for this site, 
and money has been promised for the 
necessary buildings: The plan provides 
for a tiny farmer’s cottage with a 
dairy, a vegetable garden, borders of 
old-fashioned flowers and an orchard 
of dwarf fruit trees, and accommoda- 
tions are provided for two cows, abeut 
twenty chickens, and a family -of pigs. 


The buildings are so planned that the 
milking and the making of butter, &c., 
may be watched through large ‘‘ obser- 
vation windows’’ on the north side of 
the buildings. The whole plan has been 
s0 arranged -that it is hoped it may 
form, in the minds of our tenement 
people, an ideal picture of country life.

and concerted popular action was so 
difficult that: the bosses could scarcely 
be dislodged for long without direct 
primaries. The people supported him.’ 
While the Legislature, controlled by bi- 
partisan bosses equally hostile..to a 
measure jeoparding their control,’ re-' 
peatedly balked him, the parties were. 
forced to make platform declarations 
for direct primaries. The Democratic 
platform declares for State-wide © dl- 
rect primaries; the Progressive for @ 
direct primary law applicable to every 
elective office. Gov. Sulzer took up, the 
fight for the people boldly, prep ry 
to the present special session of the 
Legislature. ; 

Gov. Sulzer very properly. vetoed: the 
Blauvelt bill, which made relatively un< 
important changes in the existing law 
and hence tends to bring direct pri- 
maries into discredit. The bill advocated’ 
by.Gov. Sulzer has two main features: 

First—It secures the choice of State 
candidates and of candidates for United 
States Senator by direct primaries. 
While conditions would be better if the 
principle of the short ballot had been 
applied in this State so that the Gover- 
nor should have much of the power of a 
President in choosing his Cabinet, State 
conventions have proved too large for 
real deliberative action and have fallen 
a& ready prey to the boss. A condition, 
not a theory, confronts us. Senator Mur- 
taugh fears that the cities will control 
the choice in direct primaries. It is cer- 
tain that they control such choice now. 
It is very easy for Mr. Murphy to vote 
New York City solidly in a convention; 
it is absolutely impossible for him to 
deliver more than a small fraction of 
the voters of that city for a machine 
candidate against a proposed Governor 
or United States Senator who is! a real 
advocate of the people’s rights... As- 
semblyman Eisner shows that in many 
States where direct primaries are ‘in 
force no city monopoly of offices re- 
sults, but that in the past frequently 
New York, Brooklyn, Buffalo and a few 
of the large cities have divided the State 
slate. Geographical considerations are 
of slight weight, in any event, if we can 
get men who will fight the battle for the 
people. ‘ 

Second—Designation by party com- 
mittees and use of party funds and party 
emblem on primary ballots have worked 
badly and are done away with. The 
party designation has made inevitable 
the complete solidification of the ma- 
chine vote. Independent candidacy has 
approximated to party treason. This, 
with the advantage of the party emblem 
and the use of party funds for the or- 
ganization candidate, has reduced the 
present statute almost to a farce. 

The ordinary voter can scarcely know 
what the most respectable and honest 
delegate will do in the choice of party 
candidates; his individual action with- 
out a compact and State-wide organi- 
zation is futile. To cement such an or- 
ganization' with principle and a desire 
for the public welfare instead of posi- 
tion and selfish advantage: requires 
united and prolonged expenditure of 
time. and money. The new freedom de- 
mands the adoption of machinery en- 
abling the people to. control the bosses 
and the invisible Government whose 
creatures they frequently are, Those 
who believe ‘in the rule of the people 
should rally to the support of ‘Gov. Sulzer 
in this energetic fight. ;

WON’T PAVE AT ASHOKAN. 


New Water Supply May Be De- 
layed by Estimate Board Action. 


The Board of Estimate refused yester- 
y.to appropriate $1,300,000 for paving 
the roads around the Ashokan Reser- 
voir. President Charles Strauss of the 
Board of Water Supply said’ that be- 
cause of this action use of the reservoir 
by the people of New York would be de- 
layed a year longer than was planned. 

Unless the contracts for these roads 

are let at once,’’ said Mr, Strauss, “it 
will be too late, and the matter will go 
over for another year. -Do you realize 
what this means? The peopl f New 
York City, who have been paying the 
enormous cost of the- reservoir, will bé 
unable to use the Catskill water for an- 
other year. The city is obligated by law 
to build these roads, and until they are 
built we cannot flood the reservoir.’’ 
Controller Prendergast said he was not 
willing ant the request of Mr. 
Strauss until he was gate that the city 
‘would be released from the order of 
the court of 1909, since revised; to the 
effect. that after ‘the city ade Built: the 
roads it would have to maintain them 
forever. 
**'You need have no fear of that,’’ re- 
lied Mr. Strauss. ‘‘ The city will not 
ave to maintain these roads forever. 
We have the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel to that effect.’ 

‘That is all very nice,’’ replied the 

Controller, ‘* a every man. .woman, 
and. child inthe vicinity -of the. reser- 
—_ has profited financially by. the 
’s presence up there. They have 
on every point that has come up thus 
ar and their damage claims have 
pretty nearly put the city out of com- 
mission. As a business proposition, I 
am not in favor of passing this resolu- 
tion. .

He was 
accompanied by an. operative named 


Boissonauit. On May 30, the opening 
day at Belmont, he admitted he had 
been unable to place a bet, although he

Next day he met a

“The witness admited that during his 
visits to the race tracks he-did not see 
any one publicly displaying odds or 
soliciting bets. 

John Gill, another Burns operative, 
testified that on Decoration Day he’ 
placed bets with a bookmaker named 
Laude, who had a partner named 
‘Brooks. Brooks explained to his clients 
that in case they won they -would be 
paid off the following morning in a 
café at 108 Fulton Street, Brooklyn. Gill 
also placed -bets on various days with 
Maxie Meyers, S. Ellis, Brooks, Jack 
Carroll, and a man named Fessenden. 

Ellis displayed a-Deputy Sheriff's 
shield of New York County as proof 
that he was all right and responsible, 
the witness stated. He met Fessenden 
~ through a “negro called ‘‘ Yellow,” who 
told the operative that a was a ‘ clock- 
er'’ ‘for the bookmaker. The witness 
added that he had heard strangers ask 
Fessenden the odds and make verbal 
bets with him. 


Saw Winning Bets Paid. 


A memorandum of each bet was re- 
corded by Fessenden’s partner,: Gill as- 
serted. On, one occasion, he added, he 
had heard. Fessenden say to his partner: 
“*Go. down to the end of the bar, where 
the 5-cent beer is served, and give each 
of these men $50.” 

Gaston Boissonauilt, the third Burns 
operative, had practically the same ex- 
perience as his comrades, except that 
he cashed one $5 bet during his inves- 
tigation. On June 17, however, he re- 
turned to the track on his: own hook 
and handed a bookmaker named Ed 
Price $30 inclosed in a programme. He 
told him that he would later indicate 
his choice «in ,the various: races. He 
was lucky enough to win $12 on Mon- 
tressor in the first race, a similar 
amount on Sandy Hill for place in the 
second race, and $5 on the third. race. 
He did not bet on the fourth race, but 
in the fifth event he won $10 on Malaga 
at even money, making his net winnings 
839 for the day. He met Price later 
near the gate of me field and was paid 
off with $69 in bills. 

Couldn’t Win with Hearst Money. 

‘*You mean to say that. although you 
lost consistently when you were play- 
ing with Hearst money, you won every 
bet as soon as you began gambling with 
‘your Own?’’ demanded the District At-
